Grease, wiring 
blamed in 
separate blazes

Two Grant County families 
had to find other accommoda¬ 
tions after their homes were 
heavily damaged in separate 
fires. 

Nathan Yazell was cooking 
hamburgers and French fries 
around 6 a.m. on Jan. 19 after 
getting off work at Toyota 
when grease caught his tri-lev¬ 
el home on fire. 

When firefighters arrived 
around 6:20 a.m. smoke and 
fire were billowing out the 
windows. 

“There was not a whole lot 
we could save when we got 
there,” Williamstown Fire 
Chief Les Whalen said. 

Yazell lived at the home on 
Stone School House Road with 
two roommates. 

All three were able to evac¬ 


uate the home and were not 
injured. 

The Grant County Chapter 
of the American Red Cross 
assisted them with two nights 
lodging at Microtel in Dry 
Ridge as well as with food and 
clothing. 

Firefighters from Corinth 
and Dry Ridge also responded 
and stayed on scene for two 
and a half hours. 

A Jonesville family was dis¬ 
placed from their rental home 


on Jan. 14. 

Faulty wiring was the cause 
of heavy smoke and fire dam¬ 
age to a home at 4330 Stewart’s 
Ridge. 

Jonesville Volunteer Fire 
Chief Chase Duvall said the 
faulty wire was found on an 
exhaust stand that caught the 
floor on fire behind a wood 
stove located in the kitchen of 
the home.

DR man 
remains 
identified

What appeared to be a near cer¬ 
tainty after a body was found in a 
shallow grave in Fleming County 
three months ago became reality for 
the family of Randall Russ. 

Using dental records, the 
Fleming County coroner has con¬ 
firmed that the buried body discov¬ 
ered is the 54-year-old Dry Ridge 
man. 

“This is all bittersweet,” Kate 
Russ, Randall Russ’ eldest daughter, 
wrote to fol¬ 
lowers on 
Facebook. 

“I’m so happy 
that (my sis¬ 
ter) Erin Russ 
and I have 
some 
answers, but 
at the same 
time this 
makes eveiy- 
thing real. 

Everything is set in stone, and we 
know now that he won’t be coming 
back home. Thank you to everyone 
who has helped my family through 
this hard time with your prayers and 
kind words.” 

Indications have always been 
that the body would eventually be 
identified as Russ, however, 
Kentucky State Police said they 
were awaiting DNA results before 
positively identifying the remains.

Sheriff’s office teams up for BACKUPPS

No new deputies were added, but 
the Grant County Sheriff’s Office 
now have BACKUPPS if needed. 

The sheriff’s office, along with 
law enforcement agencies in 25 oth¬ 
er counties and cities, have created 
a central Kentucky regional coop¬ 
erative law enforcement system that 
provides inter-jurisdictional powers 
to law enforcement officers. 

The inter-local agreement creates 
the Bluegrass and Central Kentucky 
Unified Police Protection System 
(BACKUPPS) authorizing members 
to have the full powers of arrest and 
all powers they possess in their own 
jurisdiction, along with the same im¬ 
munities and privileges. 

The powers include conducting 
investigations and searches, making 
arrests, property seizures, carrying 
firearms, executing search and arrest 
warrants and delivering subpoenas 
and summonses. 

“The bad guys don’t have bound¬ 
aries,” said Grant County Sheriff 
Chuck Dills. “We run across that all 
the time where someone is living in 
Scott County and doing break-ins in 
Grant County. It is difficult for us to 


follow up on investigations in other 
counties. 

The counties of Grant, Bourbon, 
Boyle, Clark, Franklin, Mercer, 
Montgomery, Owen, Powell, Scott 
and Woodford, along with the cities 
of Clay City, Cynthiana, Danville, 
Frankfort, Georgetown, Harrods- 
burg, Lancaster, Mt. Sterling, Nich- 
olasville, Owenton, Paris, Stanton, 
Versailles and Winchester, are part 
of BACKUPPS. 

The purpose of the system is not 
for deputies to be patrolling other 
counties, said Dills. 

“The main reason BACKUPPS 
was put in place for central Ken¬ 
tucky is so we can work joint task 
force with each other,” Dills said. 
“With the meth and heroin prob¬ 
lem, we can put deputies and of¬ 
ficers from other agencies all on a 
team to work in a multiple-county 
jurisdiction. By doing that, we can 
all train the same. We can use unfa¬ 
miliar faces to help buy drugs in our 
county. Obviously, it will lower the 
crime rate.” 

Under the agreement, a member 
agency entering another jurisdiction 
is to notify the host jurisdiction in 
advance if possible or as soon as 
possible. 


If needed, the agreement allows 
for inter-jurisdictional cooperation 
and mutual aid when assisting with 
investigations, searches, arrests or 
other activities. 

The agreement does not provide 
for funding, meaning each member 
agency is responsible for any finan¬ 
cial costs. 

“There’s really nothing nega¬ 
tive about it,” Dills said. “Liability- 
wise, it goes with the agency not 
what county they are in.” 

Dills said he was contacted by 
the Scott County Sheriff’s Office 
about the agreement, which is simi¬ 
lar to one Grant County already has 
in northern Kentucky with Boone, 
Kenton, Campbell, Gallatin and 
Pendleton counties. 

The hope is to get legislation 
passed where any certified peace of¬ 
ficer in Kentucky would have state¬ 
wide jurisdiction, said Dills. 

“Our deputies are transporting 
prisoners on the highways through 
these other counties and it’s not 
uncommon for them to get behind 
a reckless driver or a DUI and they 
need jurisdiction to make a stop,” 
Dills said. 

New agencies may join the 
agreement in the future.

The Grant County Public Library 
will host several self-published au¬ 
thors who will share stories and give 
tips to those interested in how to “Go 
to Press.” 

Sun¬ 
day, Feb. 1 as the authors discuss the 
benefits of hiring an editor, how to get 
the most from a publishing contract 
and personal stories of writing motiva¬ 
tion. 

“We have so many local and re¬ 
gional authors who have decided to be 
independent authors that I thought that 
would be a new twist on an author vis¬ 
it,” said Wynita Worley, public services 
librarian for the Grant County Public 
Library. “Our panel of authors can dish 
on their tips and experiences and talk 
about their books at the same time. It’s 
going to be a great event whether you 
are interested in publishing your own 


material or just want to meet some new 
and up-and-coming authors.” 

The authors scheduled to be in at¬ 
tendance include Tonya Kappes, M. A.

Worley said the library tried to find 
authors who represent a wide range of 
genres. 

“Tonya Kappes, who lives in North¬ 
ern Kentucky, writes southern myster¬ 
ies set in Kentucky,” Worley said. 
“Kappes has also just been signed to 
a traditional publisher too. T R Lykins 
writes gentle romances while Toshia 
Slade, relative to a Grant County resi¬ 
dent, writes hot and steamy romance 
books. Michael Lewis, our only male 
author on the panel and a longtime 
Grant County library supporter, is 
representing his science fiction novel. 
Jeanine Lister lives in Corinth and re¬ 
cently published a non-fiction journal 
about adopting a pit bull from an ani¬ 
mal shelter.” 

The library has copies of each of the 
participating authors’ books plus more 


from self-published authors. 

The staff also will be creating a new 
collection just for self-published books 
from local and regional authors. 

“Self-publishing had such a bad 
reputation even just a few years ago,” 
Worley said. “I think this program will 
reveal how the publishing industry has 
grown and that there is quality material 
to be found in self-publishing.

Russ, who was an adjunct 
professor at the University 
of Cincinnati and was previ¬ 
ously a substitute teacher at 
Grant County High School, 
had been missing for nearly 
two months. 

Two men have been ar¬ 
rested in connection with 
Russ’ death. 

Charles Black, 50, of 
Hillsboro, and Kevin How¬ 
ard, 38, of Owingsville, 
plead not guilty Dec. 5 in 


Fleming County Circuit 
Court on charges of murder, 
theft by unlawful taking, 
first-degree robbery, kid¬ 
napping and tampering with 
physical evidence. 

Howard also is charged 
with being a persistent felo¬ 
ny offender. 

Black, who led police 
to the buried body, alleg¬ 
edly told authorities that he 
helped move the body after 
Howard killed Russ. 

The cause of death was 
strangulation and blunt force 
trauma, according to court 


testimony. 

KSP Detective Wes 
Prather said during a pretri¬ 
al hearing in October 2014 
that a witness told police 
that the motive for the kill¬ 
ing was robbery. 

The detective told the 
court that police turned 
their attention to Black after 
a video was found of Black 
using Russ’ credit card at an 
ATM. 

Kate Russ said her fa¬ 
ther’s body has been re¬ 
leased and she has signed 
the papers for cremation. 


Funeral service plans are 
still in the works. 

“We are hoping that we 
can have it the first week of 
February,” Kate Russ said. 
“We just want to make sure 
it’s perfect.” 

A website has been cre¬ 
ated to help offset funeral 
expenses.

If I believe a submitted 
item could be libelous, I 
follow a few steps 
including consultation

Attorney Jack Conway, 
the Kentucky Real Estate 
Commission and the Ken¬ 
tucky County Clerks Asso¬ 
ciation are joining together 
to warn recent Kentucky 
homebuyers to be vigilant 
of official-looking mail¬ 
ing being sent by “Record 
Transfer Services” that at¬ 
tempt to sell homebuyers 
copies of their property 
deeds for an excessive fee. 

“These direct-mail so¬ 
licitations ask homebuyer 
to pay an $83 document 
fee to obtain copies of 
their current deeds,” At¬ 
torney General Conway 
said. “These mailings are 
confusing and misleading 
and I want consumers to 
know that the service isn’t 
necessary. You do not need 
to pay exorbitant fees for a 


copy of your deed. Prop¬ 
erty transfers and other 
public records are readily 
available at your county 
clerk’s office for a nomi¬ 
nal fee. 

It’s important for recent 
homebuyers to be aware of 
these mail¬ 
ings so 
that they 
can quick¬ 
ly iden¬ 
tify and 
disregard 
them.” 

The mailing, which 
is titles as a “Recorded 
Deed Notice,” attempts 
to look official. The en¬ 
velope includes the labels 
“Open Immediately” and 
“WARNING: $2,000 fine, 
5 years imprisonment or 
both for any person inter¬ 


fering with or obstructing 
with the delivery of this 
letter.” 

Inside the envelope, the 
mailing contains a number 
of accurate details regard¬ 
ing the recent home pur¬ 
chase, including sale price 
of the 
home, 
record¬ 
ing date, 
con¬ 
struc¬ 
tion 
date 
and the square footage 
of the home. The mailing 
could also easily be con¬ 
fused as a bill. It includes 
a respond-by date and a 
detachable insert to return 
a check. 

In addition to Ken¬ 
tucky, Record Transfer 


Services has mailed these 
solicitations to homeown¬ 
ers in several other states. 
The return address for 
Record Transfer Services 
is listed at 3835 E. Thou¬ 
sand Oaks Blvd., Suite 
78, Westlake Village, CA 
91362. 

Anyone who receives 
this Record Transfer Ser¬ 
vices mailing or any di¬ 
rect-mail solicitation that 
they believe to be decep¬ 
tive or fraudulent may 
alert Attorney General 
Conway’s Office of Con¬ 
sumer Protection at 1-888-

T he garden is not bare m the winter, far from 
it. There is plenty of interest to delight the 
gardener, feed the birds or provide shelter for 
a slug. Short of having one of those unusual winters 
where the temperatures drop below zero for more 
than a week, there are quite a few interesting herba¬ 
ceous perennials that persist through winter. Design 
a perennial bed with them in it and you’ll always 
have something to enjoy. 

My favorite has to be the hellebore, handsome in 
the spring, summer, fall and winter, with deeply cut 
glossy foliage almost all the time. The real treat is 
in February when clusters of blooms emerge from 
the ground, along with new foliage. In fact, now is 
the time to clean some of the old foliage, just before 
the new emerges. 

Hellebores are notorious for mixed genetics so 
the hybrid hellebores are somewhat of a mixed bag 
of colors ranging in hues of speckled pink, blush 
and maroon. They are vigorous plants to be sure; 
the colors are just a bit unpredictable. Named culti- 
vars can be found but they are typically a bit pricier 
then the hybrid mixes. Start out with the ‘Royal 
Heritage’ strain first and then start collecting the 
named varieties if you become hooked on this great 
plant. 

Hellebores will thrive under the right culture: 
rich, well-drained soil, adequate moisture and a little 
shade in the afternoon. The summer sun is harder 
on the plant than Jack Frost. With that said, howev¬ 
er, they are not fragile plants. Once hellebores are 
established they are quite tolerant of not so perfect 
garden environments. They 
become deep rooted, as well, 
so once established they will 
last decades in the garden 
without much fuss. 

Rhodea thrives in wood¬ 
land conditions, both moist 
and dry. Known as the sa¬ 
cred lily, rhodea is native to 
Japan where a division can 
go for as much as $10,000. 
The garden variety, how¬ 
ever, can be found at spe¬ 
cialty garden centers for the 
average cost of a perennial. 
The foliage is strap-like and 
robust, dark green with an 
overall vase-shape. In the 
summer a bloom emerges 
for added interest but it is the foliage that makes 
this plant worthwhile in the garden. It will even 
live happily under the dry and toxic shade of a black 
walnut, or so I have heard. 

Rhodea may be under-used in the garden be¬ 
cause it is often listed as a tender perennial in zone 
six; it has been my experience, as well as others in 
our zone, that the plant has no problem persisting 
through winter. Fast year’s “polar vortex” was a 
little hard on the foliage but the plant is root hardy 
and rebounded just fine. 

The arum is another reliable winter foliage plant. 
When everything else in the mixed border is ei¬ 
ther gone or leafless, the arum fills the space like 
the best ground cover around. Arrowhead-shaped 
leaves with veining that provides subtle color varia¬ 
tions can fill in any space: wet, dry, part shade or 
full-sun. Fike the rhodea, the arums are not too ter¬ 
ribly picky and they can handle the least desirable 
location in the garden. Mix it with summer foli¬ 
age plants because after the plant blooms in May or 
June the foliage disappears for its summer dormant 
season. The bloom spike that remains, however, 
provides more interest as the seeds ripen to a red- 
orange color. 

Although the hellebores, rhodea and arum are my 
favorites there are other plants that hang on through 
a typical winter: the Christmas fern, Stoke’s aster, 
and certain species of hardy geranium, euphorbia 
and epimedium, among others.

GRACE NOTES 

Why do we pray? 

A ccording to a recent LifeWay Research survey, 
when God answers prayer, he tends to do it in 
the South. 

Two times as many Southerners as people in the 
Northeast who pray say all of their prayers have been 
answered. 

Hmmm. I live in the South and I’m here to tell you 
that the survey is hooey, at least if you judge by my 
“God answers my prayers” track record. 

I told my pastor recently that except for the time I 
prayed a plane safely down, my ratio of prayers prayed 
and answered, at least the way I want them to be an¬ 
swered, is about 1 billion to zero. 

The plane had taken off from somewhere and was 
heading to the U.S. After takeoff, the pilot discovered 
the landing gear wasn’t working properly and prepared 
the passengers and crew for a “rough” landing. I had 
heard about it on the news and prayed fervently for a 
safe landing — and that’s what happened. I still attri¬ 
bute it directly to my prayer. 

However, that was more than 10 years ago and God 
hasn’t answered one of my prayers since. 

Well, I know that’s not true, but sometimes — a 
lot of times — that’s how I feel. Sometimes what you 
know is different from what you feel, and you should 
never go by what you feel. 

Sometimes I feel like eating an entire carton of ice 
cream, even though I know it will give me a bellyache. 

I have a friend who has a friend who seems to 
get all her prayers answered. (My friend’s friend is a 
Southerner.) I told my friend to see if she could get her 

friend’s secret. 

Like, maybe it only 
works for people who 
were bom in the South. 

I don’t know how it 
works. 

Maybe I’m miss¬ 
ing something. Other 
than to take time out 
for snacks, sleep and a 
“Law and Order: SVU” 
marathon, many times 
I’ve prayed without 
ceasing (1 Thessalo- 
nians 5:17). 

I’ve prayed “in Je¬ 
sus’ name” (John 14:13- 
14) and have prayed in 
faith (Matthew 21:22). 
No, scratch that one. 
My faith couldn’t move 
a grain of sand, let alone 
a mountain (Matthew 17:20), even though Jesus said 
mustard seed-size faith could. 

I’m not saying that can’t happen, just that I haven’t 
seen any mountains move as a result of my prayers. 

Jesus said, “Ask, and you shall receive,” and I’ve 
asked until I’m blue in the face, but so far that hasn’t 
worked for me, either. 

That’s how I feel, anyway. 

My friend with the friend who prays has another 
friend who was big into the “Prayer of Jabez” thing 
from 2000. Author Bmce Wilkinson based his best¬ 
selling book of that title on an obscure one-sentence 
Old Testament prayer, a prayer of a man named Jabez: 
“Oh, that you (God) would bless me indeed, and en¬ 
large my territory, that your hand would be with me, 
and that you would keep me from evil, that I may not 
cause pain.” And God granted him what he requested 
(1 Chronicles 4:10). 

My friend’s friend has had a seemingly charmed 
life and attributes it to having prayed that prayer. 

My friend and I lament not having gotten on the 
Jabez bandwagon way back when, but not really, be¬ 
cause my friend’s Jabez-prayer-praying friend’s life is 
kind of a mess right now. 

So, either the prayer has a limited warranty or it was 
only a gimmick to begin with — not Mr. Jabez’s origi¬ 
nal prayer eons ago, but the thinking that his prayer 
could be used as a sure-fire formula for others to fol¬ 
low. 

When it comes to prayer, it makes my head hurt to 
think about it. 

All I know for certain is that God’s going to do what 
he’s going to do, and he doesn’t need my prayers to do 
it. My words aren’t going to change his mind at all. If 
they could, then I would be greater than God. 

So, why pray at all? That’s a good question and one 
that I come back to repeatedly. 

I guess the simple answer to the question “Why 
pray?” is that God wants to hear from his kids, as any 
father does. He wants our relationship. He wants our 
words — our prayers — and not just the faith-filled, 
sweet words of love and praises, but the angry and 
doubt-filled ones. 

Maybe especially those.

Braves hold on for 77-75 victory against Pendleton

The Grant County Braves 
gained a 77-75 victory over 
the Wildcats from Pendleton 
County on Jan. 16. 

The Braves jumped out 
to an early lead in the first 
quarter and maintained a 
double-digit lead throughout 
most of the game. 

The last two minutes is 
when the game got exciting 
as the Wildcats mounted a 
comeback that fell short. 

Grant County controlled 
the opening tip and quickly 
jumped out 3-0 when Jordan 
Saylor hit from the comer. 

That was the beginning 
of 24 first-quarter points 
scored by the Braves. 

Most of the damage 
was done early by senior 
Seth Adkins, who was per¬ 
fect from the field and the 
line scoring 13 first-quarter 
points. 

Grant County seemed to 
be getting open shots against 
the 1-2-2 zone defense of 
the Wildcats and they capi¬ 
talized early and often in the 
first half. 

The Braves jumped out 
to a 15-5 early lead prompt¬ 
ing the Wildcats coach to 
call a time out. 

The Wildcats narrowed 
the lead after two offensive 
rebounds that were put back 
for easy scores but then Ad¬ 
kins went to work scoring 
the last five points of the 
quarter. The Braves held a 
24-14 lead after one and that 


proved to be important. 

Grant County cooled off 
a bit in the second quarter 
but was still able to over¬ 
come the small mns of the 
Wildcats. 

Everytime Pendleton 
County would get within 
five points, the Braves 
would go on a mn of their 
own by picking up the de¬ 
fensive pressure and caus¬ 
ing the Wildcats to turn the 
ball over. 

Both teams exchanged 
baskets throughout the sec¬ 
ond quarter and the Braves 
halftime lead was 37-27. 

The Braves shot 66 per¬ 
cent in the first half connect¬ 
ing on 11-15 two point shots 
and 3-6 from the three point 
line. They were also 8-11 
from the free throw line. 

The third quarter opened 
up with a bang. 

Austin Schneider stole a 
pass and went end to end to 
slam home a dunk. 

The third quarter was 
much like the second with 
each team exchanging bas¬ 
kets. The Braves pushed 
their lead to 17 but the Wild¬ 
cats just wouldn’t go away. 

They applied defensive 
pressure of their own and 
began chipping away at the 
lead. 

But the Braves answered 
once again and after Zach 
Tuggle hit a layup with 
six seconds left the Braves 
would once again lead by 
56-45 heading into the 
fourth quarter. 

The Wildcats weren’t 


ready to roll over just yet. 

They trailed by 13 with 
just five minutes left to play 
but Hunter Lea and Michael 
Antrobus became a two- 
man wrecking crew. 

Lea would drive the lane 
for easy scores and would 
often draw the foul. He fin¬ 
ished a perfect 11-11 from 
the line. 

Antrobus began hitting 
long bombs behind the arc 
and within the last minute 
they had cut the lead to sin¬ 
gle digits. 

After the Braves missed 
5-6 from the line, the game 
became a lot closer than 
anyone had expected. 

Jordan Saylor was fouled 
late and connected on both 
free throws to ice the game. 
The Braves were led in scor¬ 
ing by Seth Adkins with 30 
and Jordan Saylor with 28 
and eight rebounds. 

Jordan Rose led the team 
in rebounding and assists 
with 10 boards and nine as¬ 
sists. 

The Wildcats were led 
by Hunter Lea with 21, Mi¬ 
chael Antrobus with 15 and 
Wade Browning with 13. 

The JV contest was won 
by the Braves 70-54. 

The JV Braves were led 
in scoring by Joey Saylor’s 
32 points. 

Bo Hammonds and Zach 
Tuggle chipped in with 13 
and 10 points each. 

Noah Abney led the 
Wildcats with 18, Wade 
Browning with 14 and Tan¬ 
ner Pugh with 9.

GCHS honors 1953-54 basketball team, cheerleaders

The Bible book of Romans 
says, “Give everyone what 
you owe him: if respect, then 
respect; if honor, then honor” 
(Romans 13:7). 

There was a lot of respect 
and honor shown Jan. 16 to 
the 1953-54 men and women 
who were the first to play and 
cheer for Grant County High 
School 60 years ago. 

Players came together 
from their former schools of 
Corinth, Mason, Dry Ridge 
and Crittenden to form the 
new basketball team of Grant 
County High School. 

The first Braves team was 
successful on and off the 
court. 

Mason served as the new 
high school until the new one 
was built. The building is 
now the Grant County Middle 
School. 

The team would practice at 
the Mason gym and then play 
their home games at the old 
Dry Ridge gymnasium. 

The first Braves squad, un¬ 
der the leadership of Coach 
Eugene Robinson, had a re¬ 


cord of 17-11. They played 
against such schools as But¬ 
ler, Burlington, Cynthiana, 
Morgan, Falmouth, Florence, 
Owenton, Gallatin County and 
Sadieville. They also played 
cross-county rival William- 
stown three times that first 
year, pointing out that they 
won all three times. 

Honored were Donnie 
Brown, Willie Lawrence, 
Richard “Dickie” Longbons, 
John Smith and Jack Wilson. 

Each had stories to tell. 

The three-point shot has 
been the biggest difference 
in the game from their play¬ 
ing days, on this point they 
agreed. Donald Brown said 
that you couldn’t have shot 
a three pointer in the Mason 
gym. 

If you shot a long shot it 
would hit the ceiling before it 
reached the rim. 

They also said that doing 
away with the jump ball on 
every held ball situation was a 
big change to the game. 

Richard Longbons shared 
the story of playing a game at 
Morgan in Pendleton County 
where it was so cold that both 
teams had to play the game in 


their warm-ups. 

He went on to say that some 
gyms had pot bellied stoves at 
each end of the gym that were 
red hot. 

Willie Lawrence remem¬ 
bers a game when he was drib¬ 
bling the ball out front while 
the clock was running down. 

The scoreboard showed 
that the game was tied. 

The fans and coaches were 
yelling at him to run a play or 
shoot the ball but the clock ran 
out. 

When coach questioned 
him about why he didn’t shoot 
he said “we won the game.” 
The coach said, “Didn’t you 
see the clock? The score is 
tied.” 

But Willie insisted that 
Grant County had won the 
game. 

He said, “Check the book.” 

When the book was 
checked it was a Grant County 
victory by one point. 

Willie had kept the score 
in his head. It’s no wonder he 
spent 47 years working as a 
banker at Eagle Bank check¬ 
ing the books. 

John Smith shared his 
fondest moment. 


It was the first time he 
played against Williamstown. 

He came off the bench in 
that game to score 31 points in 
the 65-60 victory. 

Smith said after the game a 
fan gave him a $5 bill, a lot of 
money in that day. 

He said he thought the fans 
might have had a few drinks, 
but he kept the five anyway. 

Jack Wilson also shared 
about his fondest moment. 

It was also about beating 
Williamstown, even then a big 
rival. 

It was a close game at Wil¬ 
liamstown and Wilson scored 
the last two points of the 
game. 

Three cheerleaders also 
were introduced and honored 
as well. 

Helen Catlett Brown, Betty 
Burgess Marshall and Ramona 
Souder Peddicord were recog¬ 
nized along with the players 
during a pre-game presenta¬ 
tion. 

Peddicord shared that her 
favorite memory is the smooth 
transition of the cheerleaders 
from the four county schools. 

They came together into 
one unit and along the way 


became best friends. 

One cheerleader was se¬ 
lected from each of the 
schools when they formed the 
new school. 

Betty Burgess Marshall 
was from Dry Ridge, Reva 
Rider was from Corinth, Hel¬ 
en Catlett from Crittenden and 
Utha Simpson was from Ma¬ 
son. 

Ramona Souder was the 
one cheerleader selected by 
the whole student body repre¬ 
senting the new high school. 

The three cheerleaders and 
five basketball players sat be¬ 
neath the basket prior to the 
varsity game. 

As they were introduced, 
the crowd applauded not only 
their accomplishments of 60 
years ago but also in recogni¬ 
tion of whom they have be¬ 
come and how they have hon¬ 
ored one another.
